Such matters are very well for schol masters, 
with first-class certificates to know, but s 
Proviacial Secretaryship is much more cal 
culated to arrest the atttention then fasty 
old rules of grammar, * * * * 

One of bis latest achievements is in the ac- 
quirement cf the word ‘*Drastic.’’

It would 
there o @ sot be'deemidan ver drastic expres 
sion to say that be wonld do well to make a 
drastic effort to continue writing as hereto- 
fore, because people will never notice what 
he does in that way, h»ving convinced thew. 
selves long ago that bis most drastic attempts 
have been drasti¢ failures. But when Le 
leaves the circular path that he bas trodden 
so long be is very likely to be Observed as 
drastically absurb. Tne drastic affection we 
feel for him. as an editor who does his best 
to be drastic, impels us to make a drastic 
effort to restrain him, because he may be 
called upon to give his drastic aidin forming 
8 drastic Ministry, which, if ever formed by 
his drastic ussistance, will be drastically 
kicked out. We epine, that, his drastic 
diathesis demands diurnal dips or douches, 
te deter the determination of blood to the 
head in order to depress a dangerously dras- 

tic dispositon. .

tension of the Northern Pacific Railroad and 
the growth of vast interests in that quarter 
makes the posses-ion of the disputed harbor 
another step to our futere of the 
Pacife ocean, When the Northern Pacific 
Road is completed apg in runpi-g order, the 
geast covered by the lare deci-} on wll be of 
in-aleniable advestage to the people of ibe 
Usited States.

Gdence of their constitue ts. For, sir, let 
us look at the question « moment, « measure 
ts to be known by results, its working opera- 
tion, a simple fact is worth apy amount of 
theoretical speculation. It isa factthea that 
considerable quantities of Californie four and 
ere = bacon have been shipped isto Cari- 
hoo this year—bow does this come about? 
Let. us speak of the four Giret—is it that 
fermers are holding their graia at too bigh a 
price? Good wheat sold this year for 2 to 
op ss. per lb , delivered to the merebants at 

mloops, or the Tranquille Mill, (the 
difference in price varying with the time of 
year, the bigher price obtaining as the year 
advanced) the farmers paying $6 to $11 per 
ton freight according to the distance 
shipped, leaving them on the average say 13 
cts, per Ib , delivered to the freight boat, the 
extra ¢ per Ib. obtained later in the season 
arose from the Igent demand consequent upon 
the requirements of the survey rty, ete. 
(the merchants didn’t know that tbe Califor- 
sia four was coming.) Now, sir, is this an 
exorbitant price? If any of your readers 
think so be will fiad bie mistake if be tries it. 
I can assuce you, sir, thatat this rate the 
farmer mukes very little indeed, and were it 
not for other small items of income that « 
farm produces, would do very little, if aay, 
more than make both ends meet at the close 
of his year. Due corsideration must be 
given to the high peice of labor, the heavy 
expense attending the process of irrigating, 
and the high price—as compared with lower 
countsy fermers—we pay for groceries, farm 
implements, and the many necessaries we 
have to procure from below. But, sir, this is 
not the worst; even at this rate it was im 
possible to sell any considerab!e quantity 
this spring and summer, aud this summer 
there is no demand at all, dt any price, even 
in exchange for goods, as I can personally 
testify ; the anawer being that most of what 
was purcha:ed during the season still remains 
on band. Tu revert to my question, however 
of bow this importation of foreign Geur and 
bacon comes about; ifitbe sot owiag to the 
farmers holding their grain ata bigh rate, it 
is evident that it is simply because the freight 
of three cents is sot safficiently protective, 
unsupported by a tariff, to prevent foreign 
markets sending in their surpiag stock, for it 
must be remembered we by no means get the 
benefit of these three cents, I have quoted 
the price of wheat delivered at Kamloops or 
the Tranquille Mill, a long way from the main 
trunk wagzon road, there is at least-1} cts.to 
pay to get it (by boat and waggon) on to the 
trunk road at the mesrest point, (Cacbe 
Creck) besides the expenses of traos-ship- 
ment, storage, ete., all of which make a coa- 
sider ble bole in our 3 cis. ‘‘protection’’ as it 
is called. But, sir, if this oft quoted 3 ets, is 
inoperative as a protection in the case of a 
low priced article like flour, what dees it 
amougt to in the case of bacon? simply to 
nothing. Everyoue knowe that we make our 
bacon under far more different circumstances 
to the Chicago manofactarers, and cannot 
possibly produce it nearly as cheaply as they. 
for besides their very superior advantages in 


-mauy other respects (for instance, the chep- 


nese with which they grow their hog feed, 
and others unnecessary to enumerate, since 
they are well kuown they bave tbe start of as 
by many years, which in itself is an immeas- 
surable advantage, this country is yet 
in its iofaacy a8 @ producer, and res 
quires some encouragemrnt and support 
from the Government; and so with regard to 
grain growing also; this one fact of th ir 
baviug 6o many yeurs start of us is infinitely 
in their favor, setting aside their superiority 
of climate aud the immense extent of their 
farming land, affording Opportunity to indi. 
vidual farmers to raise grain in evormous 
quantities, and by means of jabor-saving 
miachioery to raise it at « cost per pound to 
which we cannot pretend to attuin. No 
wonder that this item of freight should under 
such circumstances prove as insufficient pice 
tection, dimiaished as it is to well o gb 
soothing by the time our produce reaches the 
traok road. It is true that if furm og opera. 
tions in this conatry increase in exten!, es 
beyond doubt they will inerease, if not nip- 
ped in the bud for want of a bittle fostering, 
we may ere long, considering the protection 
this freignt does afford, as far as it goes; and 
when our Own means of transport to the trunk 


rate, as they may be, we may, I say, be able 
to dispense with a protective tariff, But the 
time bas not arrived yet, as is patent toevery 
one convereant withthe matrer. And sbois : 
benefitted by the present state of things ? The 
advocates of the Canadian tariff as it is,‘ 
would have us accept as reply: every one, 
more or jess, but the miner in particular, 
who, tey affirm, is the main support of the 
Province after all. Is four any cheaper in 
Unriboo tban it was before Culiforsia four 
weot in? No, sir, it isnot? It isthe Vice 
toria merchants who are benefitted by the 
unmodified tariff, at least they think so, tho’ 
the policy isa short-sighted one ; for, sir, it 
is the farmer rather than the free miner who 
should be looked to, to support and baild ap 
the coustry.
